Mr. J. E. Farrow, who repre­ 
sents the West Texas Chamber of 
Commerce, was a visitor to Co­ 
manche last week, spending two 
days here, and Thursday night 
was the guest of the business men 
of Comanche at a meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 
The meeting was called to or­ 
der by Dr. C. W. Ory, president 
and Mr- Farrow was invited to 
speak. 
His talk was along busi­ 
ness as 
well 
as 
philanthropic 
lines and related to country build­ 
ing more than to town building, 
declaring the first duty of all 
good citizen* was to contribute 
their efforts toward making farm 
and ranch operations profitable 
He went into detail as to what 
could he done in bringing pros­ 
perity to a community if the busi­ 
ness men could but realize that it 
was their duty, as well as sound 
business, to co-operate with and 
assist in every legitimate way, the 
man who is getting his living out 
of the soil. He called attention to 
what had been done in various 
sections of the state in the way of

Texas political history records the fact that in 1918 Otto Wahr- 
mund, of San Antonio, was regularly nominated by the Democrats 
of Bexar County in the July Primaries for the Texas Legislature. 
During the period between the July primary and the General Elec­ 
tion. controversies between the leaders of 
the 
Democratic 
Party 
arose in which Colonel Wahrmund was charged with having com­ 
mitted certain acts objectionable to the leaders of one of the fac­ 
tions. 
On the theory that the Democratic voters were not fully in­ 
formed as to the facts in the ease when they voted 
in 
the 
July 
primary, the Democratic Committee of Bexar County adopted reso­ 
lutions absolving and releasing all members of their party from the 
pledge binding them to support this nominee in the general election. 
This action was sanctioned by the State Democratic Convention

Times-Herald of September 4th, 1918:

CRATS PARTICIPATING IN THE PRIMARY, OF THE PLEDGE 
BINDING THEM TO SUPPORT MR. 
WAHRMUND 
FOR 
THE 
LEGISLATURE, THEREFORE, BE IT 
“ RESOLVED. BY THE DEMOCRATIC 
STATE 
CONVEN­ 
TION THAT IT IS THE SENSE OF THIS CONVENTION THAT 
THE SAID ACTION OF THE DEMOCRATIC COUNTY CONVEN­ 
TION AND EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF BEXAR COUNTY IS 
HEREBY APPROVED AND HEARTILY ENDORSED.” 
The Democratie leaders contended in 1918 that the breaking of 
the pledge was justified on the ground that the Voters were 
not 
fully informed when they voted for Wahrmund in the July primary 
and* that they were justified in scratching the party nominees in the 
general election. 
By the same process of reasoning all voters are 
justified and duty hound, to scratch the name of Pat Neff for the 
reason that the facts regarding Mr. Neff’s age were not admitted 
by that gentleman until after the polls had closed *»n primary elec­ 
tion day and those who voted in that primary did not have full and 
complete data before them. 
Mr. Neff’s statement in which he attempts to explain his age 
and war record and which appeared in the Dallas News the Sunday 
following the primary- election on Saturday says in part:

“ Now that the polls are closed and the voting is done,
